The honeybee is one of the most 


cleanly of living- things. 
All body 


.waste'is eliminated outside the bee- 
hive and if given a fiehting chance, 
the bees keep their hives as clean 
and neat as milady's parlor. 
Bees 


crawl outside the hive to die if they 
have strength to do so. 
If one puts 


a bit of leaf or gravel or grass stem 
into a beehive, if the object isn't too 
large and heavy, the bees will drag 
lit outside as soon as the hive Is closed. 
| 
Bees chink up every crack and 


joint inside the hive with a pure veg- 
etable waterproof 
glue called pro- 


polis, which they gather from the 
buds of trees, thus making the hive 
secure from wind and weather. Some- 
times a big grasshopper or a small 
mouse will creep inside the hive for 
shelter. The bees promptly sting the 
intruder to deatji. and it being too big 
for their combiner efforts to remove, 
they will cover it completely over 
with propolis, literally embalming it. 
Such objects are often founl in the 
hive by the beekeeper, sealed up as 
airtight as a housewife could seal a 
can of ruit with sealing wax.
